Accident Survey 
Rates Town High 


The recent Massachusetts High- 
way Accident Survey gives North- 
field a fine rating as ai “safe” 
town. This survey conducted with 
C. W. A. funds and supervised by 
the Massachusetts § Institute of 
Technology, waa first suggested by 
Gevernor Ely to the National 
Safety Couneil. ° 

In a report submitted to the 
board of Selectmen by Col. Robert 
C. Eddy, Director, it is disclosed 
that within the four year period 
from 1930 to 1988 the Common- 
wealth had 167,000 accidents re- 
sulting in injuries to 189,023 per- 
sons and the death of 3,125 per 


sons. 

Within this same period Nosth- 
field had only 28 accidents, caua- 
ing injuries to 26 persons and the 
death of 4 persona. 

The only comment made by the 
director was that unduly high 
rates of speed are frequently 
maintained.on Main Street. 

The report asks that citizens 
be asked to obaptve even more 
eaution on the Highways in order 
that this fine record may be kept 
intact or even improved upon.

organ. After Edinburgh, a similar 
extensive and successful series of 
meetings was conducted in Glas- 
gow; then four months were de- 
voted to preaching, for shorter pe- 
riods, in various places throughout 
Scotland. In September 1874 the 
evangelists’ landed in Ireland, 
where they labored for three 
months, receiving a warm welcome 
both at Belfast and at Dublin. The 
following winter months were de- 
voted to meetings in Manchester, | , 
Sheffield, Birmingham, and Liver- 
pool. The work of the evangelists 
culminated in a four months’ mis- 
sion in London, conducted in the 
largest buildings available in each 
of five sections of the city. In 
the course of this London mission 
285 meetings were held, attended 
by an estimated total of 2,580,000 
people. * 

Moody and Sankey returned to 
America in August 1875. Their 
visit to Great Britain had been 
prolonged to more than two years, 
and they had been the instruments 
in a religious awakening er 
able only to that under the preach 
ing of Wesley and Wh efield. 
They had gone unheralded; they 
returned in a blaze of public curi- 
osity and interest, which brought 
them many more invitations than 
they could accept. Moody went 
quietly to Northfield. where he 
henceforth made his home. Here, 
in this comparatively remote 
Magsachusetts town, he conducted 
a two -weekn’ series of meetings;

THE BOOK CORNER 


The New Dealers 
Reviewed by 
Sherwood Anderson 


You are always curious ‘about 
an anonymees beck. Who wrote 
it? At any rate, this book was 
written by a friend, or by friends, 
of the New Dealers. It is a news- 
paper man's job—a good newspa- 
per man’s (or men’s) job. I asked 
a man who fs rather on the inside 
down there. “I wouldn't tell if ! 
knew,” he said. “It often happens, 
a man gets on the inside, writes 
a book and then, ‘bane!’—out he 


goes. 

It is a good, clearly written 
book, Better not take it all in a 
heap. Keep it by you. There are a 
lot of sympathetically written por- 
traits of men we are intensely in- 
terested in just now.

There is this parade of 
men, and a few women, acrom the 
pages—clever men, sincere, hon- 
est men, sharp politicians, stupid 
men, determined men.

The 
book has caught the air, the feel- 
ing of Washington since the cap- 
ital was moved back down there.

hat curious feel you get when 
you go into a bank. You know 
what I mean. The ordin man 
never geta over it. It’s like a 
church—only they don’t worship 
God in the chu They worship 


money. 
This book succeeds in some- 
thing. It convinces you that the 
time of all that* has definitely 
pissed: There is a kind of open 
rankness, doors open, the wind 
blowing in. the feeling of Wash- 
ington itself nowadays. 

If you are against the New 
Dealers ,and don’t like them and 
what they are up to, or think they 
are up to, you won't like the book.
